THE WESTERN RATE CASE

Application for l'ennl.!ulun o
vrease Freight Rates on Live
Btock and Farma Producs

When the eastern railroads were

granted a general increase in frelght
rites last winter, & good many peaple
conelu. .ded that It would pot be
long before the western roads would
be handed a glmilar present on, per-
haps, o gilver platter. On the other
haund, the Interstate Commerce Com-
' migsion probubly received more ad-
verse eritielsm than pralse for deal-
ing with the eastern roads on a more
liberal basis than publie opinion was
ready 1o sanction. What effect the
attitude of the public had on the set-
tlement of the requests of the west-
ern roads for an Ineérease In revenue
is difficult to say, but it looks uas
though It did not entirely fall upon
deal ears. The commission has just
given its decislon upon the rate in-
creases asked by the western roads,
but has refused to grant increases on
'a good many important products. As
it stands, the railroads are probably
fairly well satigliod, for the new rules
provide for increases esiinated to
yield an annual tncome of 4 e ov-
er $1.600.000. Since this means
| that much more net Instead of gross
income per vear, it will be a consgid-
‘erable boost for the rallroads after
‘all.

&d rates have been wllowed are: Car-
loads of brewer's rice, fruits and veg-
jetables, hay and straw, bitumnlous
coal and coke, On the following, in-

stork and packing house products,

; Fature Cost of Farm Labor

. Farm labor s more expensive lo-
day than ever; In spite of this it is
| less reliable and possibly also less
! competent. The labor problem is al-
ready enusing considerable anxiety,
but what of the near future? The
great world war will- bring about big
changes not only in Europe, but also
in this country, and the farmer s not
likely to eacape thelr effects. In the
trst place, millions of able-bodied
wmen will bave  been killed when
peace I8 tmally restored and other
millions will be physically unible o
do the work they did beicre the war.
On the other hand, when the war s
over there will be an unusually
strong demand for labor in Europe.
Untold damages will have to be re-
paired, not in five or ten years hence,
but at once. This extraording: vy de-
mand for labor in Europe will un-
questionably prevent e 1graliva O
this country and bring about & labor
scarcity here. The greal bulk of the
foreign labor that comes to Lthis coun-
try is unskilled and, for a time at
least, remains uunskilled; and since
the labor that drifts to the farms is
also unskilled, there can be little
doubt but that the wages of farm
hands will advance.—Farmer and
Breeder.
